Springs is Thomas A. Davies, a 
man who was in the forefront 
when history was being made in 
Alaska at and after the turn of 
the century. Such men as. Davies 
caused 
events 
to 
take 
place. 
Reading a bit of history the oth­ 
er day made me wonder what 
contact Mr. Davies might have 
had with Capt. D. H. Jarvis in the 
early days. Lieut. Jarvis, later a 
captain of the U. S. Revenue Cut­ 
ter Bear, was on duty on his ship 
when she docked in Seattle in 
November, 1897, to learn that 
eight American whalers were not 
in from Point Barrow, our north­ 
ernmost Alaskan point. The Bear 
(the same ship that is the flag­ 
ship of Admiral 
Byrd 
today), 
hastily loaded fuel and stores and 
started on a mission of mercy 
that required nine and one-half 
months to accomplish. Some four 
hundred miles south of the mouth 
of the Yukon River in Bering 
Sea, ice barred further progress 
of the Bear and Lieut. Jarvis 
with a small party started by dog 
team and on foot, a dash of six­ 
teen hundred miles to rescue the 
lost whalers. No movie thriller 
equals the stark reality of that 
saga. Jarvis enroute picked up 
some four hundred reindeer from 
the herds, which Dr. Lopp had 
recently brought into Alaska, and 
with native herders pressed on. 
Blizzards, wolves, rebellion and 
endless days of toil brought the 
rescue party to barrow where the 
starving whalers were found in 
terrible condition and Jarvis had 
to stand them off with drawn gun 
until order could be established 
and food and sanitation attended 
to. To me, to have met Capt. 
Jarvis in later years was a priv­ 
ilege. To Thomas A. Davis, who 
was an equal with the best of 
them, what memories he must 
have.

M incing no words, Dr. John Robertson M acartney heaped flam ing 
verbal coals on the heads of strike leaders, urged a unified national 
front and declared this is the tim e for all "people to come back to 
God." in an eloquent talk last Sunday morning, inspired by th e 
them e of A rm istice Day.

his$ 
verbal shafts w hile he was in­ 
troducing G ilbert Wilson, noted 
song w riter and singer at 
the 
m orning services. He said in part: 
"There is an entirely new se t­ 
up of facts to be considered on 
this A rm istice Day.

years ago. The new s had been 
rum ored but not verified that the

Industry Is Praised 
Evidencing the im portance of 
the conclave was th e fact it was 
attended by several governm ent­ 
al officials including J. Howard 
Hamilton from the Office of Pro­ 
duction M anagem ent. In address­ 
ing the m eeting he thanked the 
industry for its fine cooperation 
w ith the governm ent as especial 
ly dem onstrated during this time 
of national defense effort. 
In turn representatives of the 
industry expressed their appre­ 
ciation of th e fairness of th e Of­ 
fice of Production M anagement 
as dem onstrated tow ard th eir in­ 
dustry. 
Canned Fish Is Necessity 
A nother governm ental speaker, 
McGovern 
reported, 
was 
Mr. 
Hatch, special representative of 
the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation of the D epartm ent of 
A griculture. He told the members 
of the association th at the canned 
salmon and other canned Pacific 
Coast fish including, of course, 
C alifornia’s famous tuna, were 
an absolute necessity for Britain 
because they are a protein vita­ 
min food, concentrated and eas­ 
ily transported. 
G reat B ritain’s p o p u l a t i o n 
needs such foods particularly to 
build up physical strength, 
he 
pointed out. In fact the British 
H ealth M inister, Hatch related, 
told his departm ent th at the Brit­ 
ish absolutely required canned 
fish for these and other reasons. 
And while they are getting huge 
shipm ents of canned fish from 
the Pacific coast and other parts 
of A m erica they 
need 
more, 
m uch more. 
Interesting fact is that while 
it was anticipated large reserve 
stocks would be built up in this 
country because it was 
feared 
they could not be delivered as 
fast gs desired, it was disclosed 
by Hatch th a t there are no re­ 
serve stocks because the ship­ 
m ents have been m ade as fast 
as the supplies accum ulated. 
Technical Phases 
A t the convention various tech­ 
nical phases of the great industry 
were discussed, such as im prove­ 
m ents of process. 
Salm on canners will increase 
production, of course, to m e e t 
growing needs for their products, 
McGovern said, but not a t the 
cost of depletion. 
Total salm on production 
for 
1941 was greater than th at 
of 
1940. 
A t the convention each packer 
voted to m ake contribution now 
to a fund w hich will be used for 
advertising 
purposes 
after 
the 
emergency is over. This was re­ 
garded as one of the most im por­ 
tan t and far-sighted actions of 
the group.

SILENT SOLDIERS 


The four horsemen have ridden hard this year. 
They have brought War, Famine, Pestilence, and 
Death to a large part of the world. It will take ev 
ery last ounce of strength and knowledge possessed 
by mankind to halt their sweeping horror. Before 
many weeks jSass, the great annual Christmas Seal 
campaign will be on in earnest. 
The funds from 
these little seals are used to fight one of the most 
powerful of the horsemen’s allies—Tuberculosis. 


Through the ages tuberculosis has been known 
as the great white plague. 
For centuries it was 
the number one killer. In times of distress it litera 
lv destroyed whole populations. The fact that this 
is not true today is due solely to the achievements 
resulting from the continuous sacrifices of medi­ 
cal scientists. C. L. Newcomb, Christmas Seal sale 
director for the National Tuberculosis Association, 
recently said: “In the 34 years of Christmas Seal 
sales, the tuberculosis death rate has been cut by 
three-fourths, but the disease last year took over 
1 000 more American lives than were killed or died 
from wounds in the American Expeditionary Force 
in the first World War.” 
Tuberculosis is still a major problem. With the 
world again facing conditions that will make a fer­ 
tile field for a new outbreak of the disease, it be­ 
hooves the individual to look with new significance 
this year on the cheery seals adorning his greeting 
cards. They are silent soldiers in a gigantic battle 
a crucial battle between humanity—and the four 
horsemen. 


PURSE-SNATCHER’S PROSPERITY 
Sales zoom, wages skyrocket, employment 
soars, business steps up generally, economists re­ 
port. 
Also, reports the State bureau of criminal in­ 
vestigation, the sorry trade of the criminal like­ 
w ise has increased throughout California in the 
past year. 
Crimes for the first eight months of 
1941, totaling 27,900, are nearly a thousand over 
the record for the corresponding period of 1940. 
It is a pathetic increase. 
The crime rise is 
centered in fictitious checks, forgeries, purse- 
snatching and robbery. 
There are more purses 
with money in them than a year ago, of course 
and more money in more checking accounts, and 
• more money in tills and safes. And so temptation 
has grown for moral weaklings and intellectual 
cripples. 
But the scanty loot that the stickup man or 
purse-snatcher may get before the law closes in 
on him is indeed a pitiful “prosperity,’ in this yeai 
when there is such abundant legitimate opportun­ 
ity for brawn and brain and ambition in humming 
California. 


According to dispatches from the front lines, 
Russian troops have at times actually swept sup­ 
posedly crack German divisions back in disorder­ 
ed, flying retreat. That must have come as a terri­ 
fic’ shock to Iteich commanders, who were accus­ 
tomed to conquests in which the opposition did 
practically nothing except surrender. 
Those who 
forecast the swift collapse of Russia when the 
campaign began— as did many American o lficéis 
and commentators—have red faces now. 
It is 
probable that German losses have been far heavier 
than the Russian, and it is certain that German 
prestige has suffered immensely in such more oi 
less on-the-fence countries as Spain, Turkey ant 
Japan. 


The growing number of imprisonments anc 
executions in France is grim evidence of the size 
and scope of the underground anti-Nazi movement 
in occupied France. The Allies believe this move­ 
m ent will continue to expand, and they frankl> 
place great hopes on it as one of the 
weapons 
which may help defeat Ilitler. Sabotage in factoi 
ies slows production. 
Assassination of Geimans 
m akes it necessary for Hitler to use more and more 
troops for police duty. Britain is doing evei ything 
in her power to make thjs “third front 
a majoi 
factor in the war.

(Continued from First Page) 
ernment for the location of the 
plant aroused some local criticism 
recently. 
Various Objections 
It was charged that the super­ 
visors had taken the action at the 
latest possible moment to prevent 
balking of it, that the site near 
Perris or Norco would produce 
absolutely no benefit for 
Palm 
Springs, and that Palm Springs 
therefore would have to pay an 
additional $14,000 in taxes from 
which it would derive no good 
whatsoever. 
Proponents 
of 
the 
project 
pointed out that the entire coun­ 
ty would benefit by the develop­ 
ment, directly or indirectly. 
Supervisor Dillon called to at­ 
tention Wednesday that the gov­ 
ernment had suddenly decided to 
place the huge depot, estimated 
to cost between $15,000,000 and 
$20,000,000 between San Bernar­ 
dino and Redlands. 
This means, of course, that Riv­ 
erside county lost out for some 
reason or other. Supervisor Dil­ 
lon hazarded the guess that it 
was because it no longer has any 
real congressional representation. 
Now In N ew D istrict 
Rearrangement has placed Riv­ 
erside in a district of its own so 
now Congressman Harry 
Shep­ 
pard, thinks Dillon—and quite a 
few other people—no longer feels 
any great concern for Riverside 
county but feels that San Ber­ 
nardino county is his primary 
worry because it still 
remains 
within his district. Thus it would 
be logical to sssume, pointed out 
Supervisor Dillon, that Congress­ 
man Sheppard exerted 
himself 
no little in seeing the big project 
was located in San Bernardino 
and not Riverside county. 
W hatever the reason, San Ber­ 
nardino county has it and River­ 
side county hasn't. As result the 
$167,000 which the 
supervisors 
allocated for the purchase of the 
site will be earmarked and held 
in the general fund until next 
year, explained Supervisor Dil­ 
lon. Furtherm ore the county tax 
rate for next year will be de­ 
creased by this amount budgeted 
for this year. That means that the 
Palm Springs tax rate for next 
year will be smaller by $14,000 
which was this city’s share of 
the $167,000. 
G ives C lear E xplanation 
Supervisor Dillon made an ex­ 
cellent impression on the Rotar- 
ians and their guests with his 
lucid and informative talk.

which will serve the Fourth Air 
district comprising the area of 
Albuquerque 
and Tucson,

tion to the civilians 
employed 
there probably will be several 
thousand troops quartered at the 
depot. 
Although the site is said to 
have been tentatively selected by 
the army several months ago, the 
choice was a carefully guarded 
secret as result of a pledge enact­ 
ed by the army.

With a companion flier, said 
to be Lieut. Dunning, a pal of 
his, Lieut. Gross flew from March 
Field

mation told this newspaper he 
and Lieut. Dunning flew through 
San Gorgonio Pass, made a circle 
of Palm Springs and then flew 
out over the nearby desert in 
their Lockheeds which are ac­ 
claimed to be "just about 
the 
swiftest thing in the sky.” 
One Comes Out of Dive 
It is understood that they were 
then flying at about 10,000 feet. 
First Lieut. Dunning made 
a 
power dive from this heighth, 
leveling off at 3,000 without un­ 
toward incident and speeding on 
toward Indio. Then Lieut. Gross 
made the same dive. But instead 
of his plane pulling up at 3,000 
feet, it plummeted 
downward. 
According to witnesses the roar 
of the motor became louder and 
louder as it approached the earth, 
indicating that Lieut. Gross eith­ 
er was unable to exert any con­ 
trol over his craft or that he may 
have "blacked out” when he at­ 
tempted to pull out during the 
comet-like dive. 


Terrific Speed 


The ship, according to witness­ 
es. struck the ground 
at 
full 
speed, variously estimated 
for 
these craft at from 400 to 500 
miles an hour or even more. It 
hit at a 45-degree angle. Where 
the craft first struck was a crater 
about the width of the plane and 
not more than five or six feet 
deep, indicating a glancing blow. 
Then apparently the ship bounc­ 
ed and exploded about the same 
time, the terrific force of 
the 
blast hurling parts of the ship 
like chaff for a distance of a 
quarter mile ahead. The young 
Army pilot too, 
literally 
was 
blown to bits. His papers, a w al­ 
let bearing 
identification, 
were 
found scattered here and there. 
Practically the only thing left 
fairly intact was the pilot’s para­ 
chute. It lay spread out in the 
midst of pieces of wreckage. 


Hurled Like Chaff 


So terrific was the explosion 
that pieces of engine were tossed 
about like grains of sand in a 
wind and hurled tremendous dis­ 
tances. The propellor was broken 
and twisted like a piece of wire. 
Pieces of wing and fuselage dot­ 
ted the landscape like fragments 
of tin. It was almost impossible 
to believe that 
this 
wreckage 
once liad been wrought into one 
of the speediest aircraft in the 
world. 
There was one plume of smoke 
and dust and the red flash of 
the explosion. Then quiet over 
the desert. For a while afterward 
small pieces of wreckage smould­ 
ered a bit. But there was little 
to indicate the magnitude of this 
air disaster. 
Within a few minutes after the 
crash, so heavy had been the fol­ 
lowing explosion, a stream of cars 
began to pour northward and 
out into the wash. 
Police Chief 
Lyle Sanard and Officer 
Jim 
Maynard were almost immediate­ 
ly on the scene to keep things 
intact as much as possible until 
the arrival of investigating offi­ 
cers. Not long afterward a Civil 
Aeronautics Authority represen­ 
tative was on the 
scene 
and 
shortly after came officers from 
March Field, headed by Captain 
McElroy. 
Unaware of Tragedy 


Meanwhile Gross' fellow flier, 
Lieut. Dunning had flown on and 
reached about as far as La Quinta 
before he noted Gross was not 
with him. Returning to the scene 
of the dive he immediately as­ 
certained what had 
happened, 
flew on to March Field and noti­ 
fied superior officers. He later 
returned to assist in the investi­ 
gation of the crash and the sad 
task of conveying the remains of 
his fellow officer and buddy to 
the Wiefels & Son undertaking 
establishment at Banning. 
March Field and other officials 
today continued their investiga­ 
tion of the crash. 
First to report the crash 
to 
Palm Springs police was 
Boyd 
Moore, lineman for the telephone 
company here. Atop a pole on 
Ramon Road, Moore had a clear 
vision of the surrounding desert,
